"It must be. clearly understood that 


the process of evacuation and tho con- 
ditions of an armistice-are matters 
which must be left to the judgment 
and advice of the military advisers of 
the government of the United States 
nnd the allied governments, and the 
president feels It his duty to say that 
no arrangement can be accepted by 
the government of the United States 
which does not provide absolutely sat- 
isfactory safeguards and guarantees of 
the maintenance of the present mili- 
tary supremacy of tho armies of the 
United States and the allies in the 
field.

"He feels confident that lie can safe-

Is quite sure, the governments with 
which the government, of the United 
States Is associated as a belligerent, 
will consent to consider an armistice 
so long as tho armed forces of Ger- 
many continue the illegal and inhu- 
mane practices which they still per- 
sist in. 


"At the very time'that the'German 


government approaches, the govern- 
ment of the United States with pro- 
posals of peace Its submarines are en- 
gaged in sinking passenger ships at 
eea, and not the ships alone;" but the 
very boats in. which their passengers 
the crews seeksto make their way to 
eafety; and in their present enforced 
withdrawal from Flanders nnd France 
the Oernian armies are pursuing a 
course of wanton destruction 
which 


has always been regarded as in.direct 
violation of the rules and practices of 
civilized warfare. 
"Cities and villages, if not destroyed, 


are being stripped of all they contain, 
not only, but very often'of their very 
Inhabitants. 


"The nations associated against Ger- 


many cannot'be expected to agree to n 
cessation of arms while acts of Inhu- 
manity, spoliation and desolation are 
being continued which they justly look 
upon with horror and with burning 
hearts.

"It is necessary- also in order that 


there may be no possibility of misun- 
derstanding that the president should 
very solemnly call the attention of the 
government of Germany'to the lan- 
guage and plain intent of one of theT 
'terms of peace .which the German gov- 
ernment has now accepted. It. Is con- 
tained In the address of the president 
.delivered ut Mount Vernon on the 
Fourth of July last. 


Must End Atrocities. 


• "It is as follows: 'The destruction 


,of every arbitrary, power 
anywhere 


'that can separately, secretly nnd of Its 
Single choice disturb the peace of the 
jworld; or, If It cannot be presently de- 
stroyed, at least its reduction to .vir- 
!tual impotency.'

\Vn<hinpton.—In an effort, to reduco 


unnecessary calls on the ovor-workod 
physicians throughout the country be- 
cause of the present epidemic of In- 
llm-n/.a. Surgeon General Blue of tho 
United Suites public health 
service 


calls upon tho. people of the country to 
learn something about, the home car* 
of patients ill with iniluonssa. 
Hiy- 


sk-Miis everywhere have complained 
about; tin- large number of unnecessary 
calls they have had to make because 
of tho inability of many people to dis»- 
tlnguish between tho oases requiring 
expert medical care and those which 
could roadily ho cared for without a 
physician. 
With induon/a continuing 


1o'spread in many parts of the coun- 
try, and with an acute shortage of doc- 
tors and nurses everywhere, every un- 
necessary call on either physicians or 
nurse* makes it so much harder to 
moot the urgent needs of the patients 
who are seriously ill. 


Present Generation Spoiled. 


"The present general Ion," said tho 


surgeon general, "has been spoiled by 
having bad expert medical and nursing 
caro readily available. It was not so- 
in tho days of our grandmothers, when 
every good housewife was expected to- 
know a good deal about the care of tho 
siclc. 
"Kvery person who feels sick aurt 


appears' to be developing an attack 
of Influenza should at once be put, to 
bed in a well-ventilated room, it his 
bowels have moved regularly, it is not 
necessary to give a physic; where a 
physic is needed, a dose of castor oil 
or'uochello salts should be given. 


"The room should be cleared of all 


unnecessary furniture, brlc-a-brac, and 
rugs. A wash basin, pitcher, and slop- 
bow), soap and rowel should be at 
hand, preferably In the room or just 
outside the door, 


"If the patient is feverish u doctor 


should be called, and this should be 
done in any case If the patient: appears 
very Pick, or coughs up pinkish (blood- 
stained) sputum, or breathes rapidly 
and painfully. 


"Most of the patients cough up con- 


siderable mucus; In some, there Is 
much mucus discharged from the nose 
and throat. This material should not 
bo collected 
in handkerchiefs, 
but 


rather in bits of old rags, or toilet pa- 
per, or on paper napkins. As soon as 
;ised, those rags or papers should be 
placed in a paper bag kept beside the 
bed. Pocket handkerchiefs are out of 
place in the sick room and should not 
be used by patients. The rags or pa- 
pers in the paper bag should be burned. 


"The patients will not be hungry, 


and the diet, should therefore he light. 
Milk, a soft-foiled egg, some toust or 
crackers, a bit; of jelly or jam, stewed 
fruit, some cooked cereal like oatmeal, 
hominy or rice—these will sufllco in 
most; cases. 


Comfort of Patient. 


"The comfort of the patient depends 


on a number of little things, and these 
should 
not 
be 
overlooked.. Among 


these may lie mentioned a well-venti- 
lated room; a thoroughly clean bed 
with fresh, smooth sheets and pillow- 
cases; quiet, so that: refreshing sleep 
may be had; cool drinking water,con- 
veniently placed; a eool compress to 
the forehead If there is headache; 
keeping the patient's hnnds and face 
clean, and the hair combed; keeping 
his mouth clean, preferably with some 
pleasant: mouth wash; letting tho pa- 
tient know that, someone is within call, 
but not. annoying him with too much 
fussing; giving tho. patient plenty of 
opportunity to rest: and sleep. 


"It is advisable to give the sick room 


a good airing sevc.ni! times a day. 


"So much for the'patient. 
It is 


equally Important to consider the per- 
}»n who is caring for him. It: is Im- 
portnnt; to remember that the disease 
is spread by breathing germ-laden mat- 
ter sprayed into the air by the patient 
In coughing or even In ordinary breath- 
ing. 
The attendant should therefore 


wear a gauze mask over her mouth 
nnd nose while she IK in the sick room. 
Such M mask Is easily made by folding 
a piece of gauze four fold, sewing a 
piece of tope at the four corners, and' 
tying the upper sot of tapes over the 
earn, the lower set around the neck. 
If the folded piece of gotize Is about 
elx inches square It will nicely cover 
both mouth and nose. Such a mask, 
cnn be worn without discomfort' for 
several hours, after which it can be 
boiled In water, dried and used over. 


Observe Cleanliness. 


"The attendant should, if possible, 


wear a washable gown or an apron 
which covers the dress. This will make 
it much simpler to avoid infection. 


"It i« desirable that all attendants 


learn how to use a fever thermometer. 
This is not at all a difficult, matter, and 
the use of such a thermometer Is a 
great help In caring for the patients. 
The drugglHt who sells tho«e thermom- 
eters will be gltid to allow how they 
are used. 


"In closing, and lest I be misunder- 


stood, I wish to leave one word of: 
caution: If In doubt, call the doctor."

direct statement of his decision with 
rogiird to tho communication ot tho 
German government of the 8th and 
32th of October, 3018. 


"It must be clearly understood that 


the process of evacuation und the con- 
ditions of an armistice arc mailers 
which must be. lol'l lo the judgment 
nnd advice of (lie military advisors of 
the government of Hie United States 
nnd tho allied governments, and tho 
pra&ldout feels it his duty to say that 
no arrangement can be accepted by 
the government of the United States 
which docs not provide absolutely sat- 
isfactory safeguards and guarantees of 
tho maintenance of the present mili- 
tary supremacy of the nnnles of tho 
United Stales and tho allies In the 
flold. 


Huns Must End Crimes.

gaged In sinking passenger ships at 
sen, and not tho ships alone, hut tho 
vory boats In which their passengers 
the crews seek^lo make (heir way to 
enf'ety; and In their present enforced 
withdrawal from Flanders and Franco 
the Herman armies aro pursuing n 
course of wanton destruction which 
bus always been regarded as In direct 
violation of the rules nnd practices of 
civilized warfare. 


"Cities and villages, if not destroyed, 


are bring stripped of all they contain, 
not only, but very often of their very 
Inhabitants.

What constitutes good plumbing In 


the modern homo is a question that 
comes up to every present-day home 
builder or bouse remodeler. 
It Is a 


question that can be answered In a 
number of ways, and my purpose here 
is not to tell you how you can Install 
your own plumbing an this good look- 
Ing house design and make a sanitary 
Job of it, but, on the contrary, to give 
you such Information (lint you will be 
able to soe that the plumber gives you 
the best job lie is capable of for the 
amount of money which you give him 
for that purpose, for I do not believe 
f:h;it any man, however handy he may 
bo with tools, cnii do as good n job of 
plumbing as a licensed plumber cun, 
nor should he attempt to do so. 


However, there Is no doubt that any- 


one who contemplates Installing plumb- 
ing on his premises can effect nn ap- 
preciable saving both of patience and 
money by learning for himself some 
of the fundamental rules about plumb- 
ing. 


With reference to the design Illus- 


trated, we have n floor plan which 
meets tho uoodsoC American standards 
and customs for the modest home. It is 
only 22 feel; wide, and so will go on a 
narrow lot If necessary. 
There Is a

ige disposal system Is used. 


Refrigerator Drain Big Aid. 


This is also one of tho Important 


terns of good plumbing that boars a 
very close relation to the health of 
:be family. 
Wo aro all familiar with 


ho nuisance of placing a pan undor 
he refrigerator to catch 1:h« dripping 
water from the melted ice; how of I en 
It Is forgotten and runs over, spilling 
t:lie contents on the tloor. This can he 
easily avoided by placing a drip pan 
or safe, us it Is called, under the re- 
frigerator and conned ing this safe to 
a pipe having a trap, and discharging 
this pipe Into an open .sink, which has 
n faucet connected 1:o It: and a vented 
pipe. 
Do not by any means connect 


this waste pipe to any of the waste or 
soil pipes of i!it! other fixtures, so 
there will be positively no opportunity 
for any odors or gases from the soil 
lines going back into the Ice box. This 
Is yery Important', and does not: at all 
times receive the. cure and attention 
fiiat !(: .should.

ish destroyers hastened to the rescue 
und did heroic work. 


Most of tho soldiers jumped over- 


board. Tho lirst destroyer picked up 
all she could possibly hold, being com- 
pelled to stuiuu away when overloaded. 
This destroyer raced to shore with be- 
twcuu «00 and 350 survivors. 


Twenty soldiers that had jumped 


overboard wore seen to .bo', hurled by 
the sea against the island's rocks. 
They were later rescued -while cling- 
ing to wreckagu and were taken to 
Belfast.

Wilson's Answer to Note.

"It must be. clearly understood that

It was uot so 
in the days of our grandmothers, when 
every good housewife wns expected to 
know u good deal about the care of Uio 
sick. 
"livery person who feels sick and 


appears" to be developing an attack 
of inmieussii should at once be put to 
bed In n well-ventilated room, ft liis 
bowels have moved regularly, it is uot 
necessary to give n physic: where n 
physic is needed, a dose of eustor oil 
or'llochellG suits should be given, 


"The room should bo cleared of all 


unnecessary furniture, brlc-ii-bruc, and 
nigs. A wash basin, pitcher, nnd stop 
howl, soap and towel should bo lit 
hand, preferably in the room or just 
outside the dour. 
"If the patient is feverish u doctor 


should be called, and this should be 
dene in tiny case if tlie patient appears 
very sick, or coughs up pinkish (blood- 
stained) sputum, or breathes rapidly 
and painfully. 


"Most of the patients cough up con- 


siderable mucus; In some, there Is 
much mucus discharged from the nono 
and throat. This material should not 
bo collected In handkerchiefs, 
but 


rather in bits of old rugs, or toilet: pa- 
per, or on pnper impkliiM. As noon &» 
.used, these rug* or papers should bo 
plnced In a paper hag kept beside th« 
bed. Pocket handkerchiefs are out of 
place In the sick morn und should not 
he used by patients. The nigs or pa- 
pers In the pnper bug should be burned. 


"The patients will not be hungry, 


and Ihe diet should therefore bo light. 
Milk, n soft-polled egg, some toast or 
crackers, a bit of Jelly or Jam, stewed 
fruit, some cooked cereal lllce oaliuen). 
hominy or rice—these will xufllco In 
most cases. 


Comfort of Patient. 


"The comfort of the patient depends 


on a number of little things. n"d those 
should 
not 
be overlooked. Among 


these limy he mentioned u well-venti- 
Inted room; a thoroughly clean bed 
with fresh, smooth sheets and pillow- 
cases; quiet, so that refreshing sleep 
mii.v be Imd ; cool drinking wuter,con- 
veniently placed; n cool comprejB lo 
the forehead If there Is headache; 
keeping the patient's hnnds and fuoe. 
clean, mid the hair combed ; keeping 
ht« mouth clean, preferably with somo 
pleasant month wnsh ; letting tho pa- 
tient know Unit someone is within cull, 
but not annoying him with too much 
fussing; giving iht» pntlent plenty of 
opportunity to rest and sleep. 


"It Is advisable to give the sick room 


a good .-ilrliig several times u day. 


"So much for the'patient. 
It Is 


equally Important to consider the p«r- 
»ji] who is caring for him. It is Im- 
portant to remember that the disease 
Is spread by brei.ilhint; germ-laden mut- 
ter sprayed Into the nlr by the patient 
in coughing or even In ordinary breath- 
ing. The attendant should therefor* 
wear a gauze innsk over her mouth 
nnd nose while she is in the sick room. 
Such n mask Is easily made by folding 
. a piece of gauze four fold, sewing * 
piece of tope at the four corners, and 
tying the upper set of tapes over the1 
earn, tlie lower set around the neck. 
If the folded piece of ginir.c Is about 
six inches square It will nicely cover 
both mouth and nose. Such a mask, 
con be worn without discomfort for 
several hours, nfter which It cim bo 
boiled In water, dried and used over. 


. Ob*erve Cletnllneit. 


"This attendant should. If possible, 


w«nr a.washable gown or nn upron. 
wh'ich cbvers'thc/Jress. This will tnnk« 
it much simpler to nvold infection. 


"It Is desirable that all ntier«!nnt.ft 


learn how to use a fever thermometer. 
This is not at all n difficult, matter, und 
the use of such a thermometer Js a 
great help In caring for the pallentx. 
The druggist who sells those thermom- 
eters will be glad to show hove they 
are used. 


"In closing, and lest I be misunder- 


stood, I wish to- leave one word of 
caution : If In doubt, call the.doctor."

What constitutes good plumbing In 


the modern home is a question that 
comes up to every present-day home 
builder or house remodeler. 
It is a 


question that can be answered In a 
number of ways, and my purpose here 
is not to tell you how you can install 
your own plumbing in this good look- 
ing house design and make a sanitary 
Job of It. but, on the contrary, to give 
you such information that you will be 
able to see that the plumber gives you 
the best job he is capable of for the 
amount of money which you give him 
for that purpose, for I do not believe 
that any man, however handy he may 
be with tools, can do as good a job of 
plumbing as n licensed plumber can, 
nor should he attempt to do so. 


However, there is no doubt that any- 


one who contemplates installing plumb- 
Ing on his premises can effect an ap- 
preciable saving both of patience and 
money by learning for himself some 
of the fundamental rules about plumb- 
ing. 


With reference to the design illus- 


trated, we have a floor plan which 
meets the needs of American standards 
nnd customs for the modest home. It Is 
only 22 feet wide, and so will go on a 
narrow lot if necessary. 
There is a 


comfortable porch across the front. A 
good-sized living room takes up about 
half of the main floor, and a wall bed 
with wardrobe closets- occupies one 
end of this room, providing a third bed- 
room. 
The dining room and kitchen 


are well arranged. A stairway to the 
second floor, and also the cellar stairs, 
work in well both for economy and con- 


stalled on account of the small addi- 
tional cost. Is the grease trap for the 
kitchen sink. This consists of a re- 
ceptacle placed under the sink, which 
receives all of the waste matter from 
the sink and passes It through this 
trap, which Is surrounded by a water 
cooled chamber, cooling the greasy wa 
ter and forming a solid cake of grease 
which can be easily removed from the 
trap by taking off the cover.

This trap 
r'fin also be placed outside nnd burior 
In the ground, having a vent pipe tak- 
en from it and carried above the roo?; 
this vent pipe will then act like n 
cWii.Dey, and draw all odors from the 
trap and discharge them above the 
roof. In tills kind of a trap no water 
is usod to cool the trap, as the ground 
acts as a cooling medium. This grease 
trup is more important than tunny p«"->- 


think, for there Is nothing that will 


clog up a pipe quicker than grea 
from a kitchen sink, nnd especially is 
this true in country plumbing, where 
there is no public sewer and a. sew- 
age disposal system Is used. 


Refrigerator Drain Big Aid. 


This is also one of the Important 


terns of good plumbing that bears a 
rery close relation to the health of 
the family. 
We are all familiar with 


the nuisance of placing n pan under 
the refrigerator to catch the dripping 
water from the melted ice; how of teu 
t is forgotten and runs over, spilling 
the contents on the lloor. This can be 
easily avoided by placing a drip pun 
or safe, as it is called, under the re- 
'rigerator and connecting this safe to 
i pipe having a trap, and discharging 
his pipe into an open sink, which has 
a faucet connected to it and a vented 
>lpe. Do not by any means connect 
his waste pipe to any of the waste or 
oil pipes of thu other fixtures, so 
here will be positively no opportunity 
or any odors or gases from the soil 
ines going back into the ice box. This 
s very important, and does not at all 
timps receive tho can; and attention 
that It should. See that this pipe is 
regularly and often cleaned out with 
boiling water, us till ice Is not pure: 
and there are particles of dirt and 
other matter that are ofton li'ft in the 
pipe. The trap under the safes need 
not be vented, it is only an additional 
guard to prevent odors from passing 
back into tho refrigerator. 
_ Do not use an iron wtiti-r-linck In 
your coal range, if you wish .to save 
yourself tinnoj'iince and trouble, but 
use instead either a copper or brass 
water-back.

Every Fixture Should Have a Trap. 
As to the plumbing, 
perhaps you 


have noticed under a sink a piece of 
pipe bent to resemble the letter "S" 
laid on its side. 
This is what Is 


known as a "trap." Every fixture, and 
by that, is meant the sink, the wash 
trays, the bath tub, water closet and 
lavatory,,should have a trap placed di- 
rectly below the outlet of the fixture. 
This is demanded by ail the laws of 
health.and by practically every city 
as, a plumbing ordinance. The reason 
for this trap is that all of the" waste 
matter 
from, 
the 
fixtures 
passes 


through this trap on the way to the 
sewer, and In the bottom of the trnp 
there is 'always a small quantity of. 
•water which absorbs the gases and 
odors -which come from the pipes and 
sewers and prevents these gases and 
odons from 
coming 
back 
into 
the 


rooms, which would cause headaches, 
sickness and other ills. So, primarily,- 
the first importance of good plumbing 
requires that every fixture shall be 
trapped. 
Traps' are • usually vented, that is, 


the crown or top C? a .trap Is connect- 
ed, to n small pipe, which runs to the 
outside air. This is<Hone so that when- 
ever a large quantity of. water or 
-waste matter is discharge's through a 
trap, or if 'another fixture nearby is 
suddenly emptied, the suction caused 
In the pipes by the sudden rush of wa- 
ter prevents the trap from siphoning 
or running dry, in which case there 
would be no prevention from the gases 
passing back from another trap Into 
the house: However, there are traps 
which can be purchased which do not 
require the extra expense of back-vent- 
jng with, an air line. These traps are 
called non-siphon or anti-siphon traps, 
and are built in such a way1 that it Is 
impossible for them to be entirely emp- 
tied of water, but the expense of In- 
stallation is almost the same In either 
case. 


Tr»ps Should Be Cleaned. 


The second.important item is to see 


that every trap has a clenn-out that is 
accessible, and that they are used. 
For If every trap was cleaned .out peri- 
\odically by the user, there would be 
considerably less plumbing bills to pay, 
for any plumber will tell you that' a 
gtnffed-up trap..or ,one that is uh- 
cleaned is the seat of 80 per cent, of 
the plumbing troubles in every house ;_. 
but no one'seems- to take the trouble 
of-i cleaning: their .traps,:-because it.'ls 
an unpleasant job and will, instead, 
wait until the traps are stopped up, 
then call for the plumber, and wonder 
why the bills are large, •nhen they are- 
caused by their own negligence.

There should 
be prepared homes, all of which, en n be construct- 
ed by the men themselves and -paid for by.thorn 
under a system of simple devising by which 
modern methods of finance "will bo applied to 
their needs.

Aim of Poultry -Keeper Should Be 


Roomy, Clean, Well-Ventilated and 


Lighted 
Houses—Avoid 
Dis- 


turbing or Annoying Hens. 


Some poultry keepers, 
seemingly 


without much particular effort, get 
winter eggs while others work hard 
but more or less In vain. The former 
knowingly or unknowingly provide es- 
sentials necessary for winter egg pro- 
duction while in' the case of the latter 
some . important factor Is neglected. 
Eight essentials are necessary, accord- 
ing to poultry specialists of the United 
States department of agriculture, In 
securing winter eggs. They are: (1) 
suitable stock; (2) comfortable quar- 
ters; (3) kind treatment; (4) regular 
attention; 
(H) abundant water; (G) 


wholesome food; (7) liberal rations; 
(8) congenial exercise. Due considera- 
tion to each of these essentials will 
bring success, but if the results In eggs 
are poor—far below the moderate 
(standard of five dozen eggs per hen in 
the first six months of laying—that 
fact Is proof that the requirements 
have not all been fully met. 


Suitable Stock. , 


Pullets that have been seasonably 


hatched, well grown, well matured and 
vigorous are good wlator layers. Good 
faying birds usually molt so late In 
the fall that the molting shortens pro- 
duction in the early part of their sec- 
ond winter. Hence pullets are the 
poultry-keepers' reliance for eggs at 
the season of high prices; and if the 
pullets fail in any of |he specifications 
mentioned for good laying stock, the 
poultry keeper is handicapped at the 
start. 


Comfortable Quarters. 


.A roomy, clean, well-ventilated and 


well-lighted poultry house should be 
the aim of poultry keepers who are 
striving -for. winter eggs. 
Provision 


should be made for light and ventila- 
.tlon so that during severe weather the 
house can be made snug. 


Modern practice in the ventilation of 


poultry houses Is to ventilate by means 
of open windows and doors, in and 
near the front of the bouse, giving all 
the fresh air possible without exposing 
the birds to temperatures at which they 
plainly suffer from cold. The common 
rule for ventilation in extreme cold 
weather Is to give ventilation enough 
to prevent the deposit of frost or mois- 
ture on inside walls. 
Where so dry 


a condition of the air In the houses Is 
maintained the birds are not much af- 
fected by low temperatures-and by 
changes of' temperature; they do not 
contract colds so'easily, and they lay 
more steadily. 


Kind Treatment. 


The poultry keeper should not only 


bo easy in all'his movements about 
the care of the poultry, but should talie 
care that no one und nothing else dis- 
turbs or .annoys the birds. Bjens that 
are .nervous and easily, frightened 
should not be- kept where they are 
.regularly-or frequently disturbed, for 
.they will not1 lay well under such con- 
ditions. If nervousness and excitabil- 
ity Is a breed characteristic, and the 
annoyances which occur or.exist can 
not be removed, the only, remedy is to 
dispose of^the stock and keep a breed 
of more phlegmatic temperament, 
i 


Irregularity in attending poultry Is 


the most common cause of unsatisfac- 
tory egg-yields. Regular attention does 
not necessarily mean attention at fre^ 
quent regular Intervals. The times of 
attendance may be far apart and In- 
frequent, as dally, or under some cir- 
cumstances at even' longer Intervals! 
betvjgen giving supplies of feed and 
wafer.1 The essential thing Is that the 
hens' wants shall always be properly 
provided for in due season; 


Abundant Water. 


Keeping the poultry supplied with 


water In freezing weather Is .one of 


the most troublesome tasks of poultry 
, keeping. 


Many poultry keepers defer giving 


water until late in the morning during 
cold weather. 
Whether tho water Is 


liquid or froxen (ice or sno\v) is Im- 
material, provided tho chickens can get 
It. Supplying them with dry or slight- 
ly moistened grain when they lock wa- 
ter causes indlgeslioii and Is generally 
injurious to the birds and wasteful of 
the feed given them. 


Wholesome Feed. 


Shortage and high price of good 


poultry feed has led to u tendency to 
attempt to economise by using low- 
priced by-products and very Inferior 
grades of the common grains. Almost 
Invariably it Is a mistake to use such 
to the exclusion of better feeds. The 
safe and sure way Is to'start the hens 
laying by feeding good quality feeds, 
and then partially substitute tho cheap- 
er ones, regulating the amounts used 
by the 'readiness of the hens to eat 
the changed mixture and by the con- 
tinuance of good condition and produc1 
tlon. This applies to all classes of 
feeds—grains, vegetables and animal 
feeds. 
Sufficient supplies of the two 


last named determine the wholesome- 
ness of the diet as a whole. A formula 
for combining the three, for ordinary 
winter weather, is to reduce the meat 
and increase the vegetables in warm 
weather, and reduce the vegetables nnd 
increase the meat in extreme cold 
weather. 


Liberal Rations. 


Only well-fed bens can lay as they 


should. Tho best results are obtained 
when there is not more than three 
hours between feeds. 
Such a system 


demands too inuch of the poultry keep- 
er. Economy of bis time and energy 
without waste of feeds is secured when 
the feed is accessible to hens at all 
times under conditions that prevent 
waste. Dry feeding, in hoppers, of at 
least half of the ground grains given, 
and the feeding of whole and cracked 
grains in litter accomplish this. 


Congenial Exercise. 


Scratching for feed Is the natural 


and favorite exercise'of hens. They 
are,not, however, inclined to scratch 
much when no feed rewards their ef- 
forts. Feeding the whole and cracked 
grain in litter deep enough to conceal 
it furnishes just the right condition to 
stimulate exercise by liberal feeding 
without waste and for congenial exer- 
cise that keeps hens fit without carry- 
ing exercise so far that It uses energy 
from feed that ought to be producing 
eggs.

Play an Important Part Right Now 


When Americans Are Endeavoring

place in the menu, although they pos- 
sess lit fie food value. They stimulate 
the appetite and especially now, when 
Americans are endeavoring to use and 
like the various meat substitute dishes 
in place of the steaks and roasts of 
oilier days, play on important; part in 
making the meal an appeti/Jng one.

Thousands of tons of coconut shells 
and shells of cohune nuts from tropidal 
America, nnd carloads of fruit pits 
from the Pacific coast are being used. 
Still the supply Js not sufficient.

PULLET IS MAIN RELIANCE 


Aim of Poultry Keeper Should Be 


Roomy, Clean, Well-Ventllated and 


Lighted Houses—Avoid 
Dis- 


turbing or Annoying Hens, 


Some poultry 
keepers, seemingly 


without much parUuilnr effort, gel 
winter eggs while olhors work hard 
hut more or loss In valu. They former 
knowingly or unknowingly provide es- 
sentials necessary for winter egg pro- 
duction while lu the disc of Ihe laller 
some Important factor Is neglected. 
BIglU essentials are necessary, accord- 
ing to poultry specialists of tho United 
Stales deparlmonL of agriculture, In 
securing winter eggs. They are: (1) 
sulliiblo slock; (2) comfortable quar- 
ters; (3) kind trcatnie'iil; (4) regular 
attention; (5) abundant water; (0) 
wholesome food; (7) liberal rations; 
(8) congenial exercise. Due cejnsldcrn- 
tlon to encli of these essentials will 
bring success, but If Hie results in eggs 
are poor—far below tho moderate 
htaudard of live do/.en eggs per hen in 
the first six months of laying—that 
fact la proof that (he requirements 
have not all been fully met. 


Suitable Stock. , 


Pullets that have boeu seasonably 


hnlcheej, well grown, well matured and 
vigorous are good vvlalor layers. Good 
laying birds usually molt so late in 
tho fall that tho moiling shortens pro- 
duction In the early part of thalr sec- 
ond winter. Hcntc pullets tiro the 
poultry keepers' reliance! for eggs at 
the season of high prices; and if the 
pullels fall In any of {he specifications 
mentioned for good laying stock, the 
poultry keeper l.s handicapped nt the 
start. 


Comfortable Quarters. 


A roomy, clean, well-ventilated and 


well-lighted poultry house should bo 
tho aim of poultry keepers who are 
striving for winter eggs. 
Provision 


should be made for light nnd ventila- 
tion so that during severe weather Ihe 
house can be made snug, 


Modern practice in the ventilation of 


poultty houses Is to ventilate by means 
of open windows and doors, In and 
near (ho front of the house, giving all 
the I'rcsh air possible without exposing 
tho birds lo temperatures at which they 
plainly suffer from cold. Tho common 
rule lor ventilation in extreme cold 
weather is to glvo ventilation enough 
to prevent (lie deposit of frost or mois- 
ture on Inside walls. Where so dry 
a condition of the nir In Iho houses is 
maintained the birds are not much af- 
fected by low- temperatures'and by 
changes of temperature; they do not 
contract colds so'easily, and they lay 
more steadily. 


Kind Treatment. 


The poultry keeper should not only 


bo easy in all'his movements about 
the care of the poultry, but should take 
care that no one and nothing else dls- 
lurbs or annoys tho birds. Hjons Hint 
are nervous and easily 
frightened 


should not bo kept where they are 
regularly or frequently disturbed, for 
they will not lay well under such con- 
ditions,. M nervousness and excitabil- 
ity is a breed characteristic, and the 
annoyances which occur or exist can 
not be removed, the only remedy is to 
dispose of'the stock and keep a breed 
of more phlegmatic temperament 
i 


Irregularity in attending poultry !» 


the most common cause of unsatisfac- 
tory egg yields, Regular attention does 
not necessarily mean attention1 at flre^ 
quent regular Intervals. The times of 
attendance may be far apart and in- 
frequent, as dally, or under some cir- 
cumstances at even longer intervals', 
bet\jgen giving supplies of feed and 
water. The essential thing is that the 
hentf wants shall always be properly 
provided for in due season.

Wholesome Feed. 


Shorlago and high price of good 


poullry feed has led lo n tendency to 
attempt to ociinoml/.u by using low- 
priced by-products and very Inferior 
grades of tho common grains. Almost 
Invariably it Is u mistake to use such 
to tho exclusion of boiler foe'ds. Tliu 
safe and sure way Is to start (ho hens 
laying by feeding good quality feeds, 
and then partially substitute Iho cheiip- 
cr ones, regulating Ihe amounts used 
by the readiness of the; hens to eat 
tho chungoll mixture and by Ihe con- 
tlQimnco of good condition and produc' 
lion. Tills applies In all classes of 
foods—grains, vegetables and animal 
foe'ds. Sulllclcnt supplies of the two 
last named determine the wholesome- 
ness of tho diet as n whole. A formula 
for combining Iho throe, for ordinary 
winter wealhcr, Is (o reduce the meat 
and increase) the vegetables In warm 
weather, and reduce Iho vegolables and 
increase the meal in cxlrcmo cold 
weather. 


Liberal Rations. 


Only well-fed liens can lay ns they 


should. Tho bust results nro obtained 
when thoro is not moro (him throe; 
hours bclvvocn teods. Such a system 
demands tew much of the poultry keep- 
er. Economy of his lime and energy 
without waslo of feuds Is secured when 
Iho feed Is accessible lo hens at: nil 
limes under tondillon.s that prevent 
waste. Dry feeding, In hoppers, of at 
least half of the ground grains given, 
and the feeding of whole and cracked 
grains lu liller accomplish this. 


Congenial Exercise. 


Scratching Jor leed Is the nulurul 


arid favorite exercise of hens. They 
are not, however, inclined lo scratch 
much when no feed rewards their ef- 
forts. Feeding the whole and cracked 
grain in liller deop enough to conceal 
il furnishes Jusl (he right condition to 
stimulate e'xerclso by liberal feeding 
without waste and for congenial exor- 
cise that keeps bens (it without curry- 
ing exercise so far that 11 uses energy 
from feed that oughl to be producing 
eggs. 


MARK FOR.EACH HEN 


Ten eggs u month—00 during 


the next six months—should bo 
tho mark sol by poultry keepers 
at this season for cncli hen In 
their flocks. Hens that cannot 
produce tha.1 standard 
should 


not bo kept.

In feeding poultry a valuable lesson 


may be learned from nature. In the 
spring the production of eggs an the 
farm is un easy matter. Fowls which 
are at liberty to roam llnd an abun- 
dance of green and animal feed on 
their range, which, with grain, fur- 
nishes a perfect ration for laying hens. 
In addition to this they get plenty of 
exercise and fresh nlr. So far as Bcs 
within his power, then, the feeder 
should aim to make the conditions dur- 
ing other seasons springlike.

spring or in the fall. When hatched 
In September, or October, thej will 
provide pullets for March and April.

Some poultry 
keepers, seemingly 


without much particular effort, set 
winter eggs while others work hard 
but more or less in vain. The former 
knowingly or unknowingly provide es- 
sentials necessary for winter egg pro- 
duction while in the case of the latter 
some . important factor is neglected. 
Eight essentials are necessary, accord- 
ing to poultry specialists of.the United 
States department of agriculture, in 
securing winter eggs. They are: (1) 
suitable stock; (2) comfortable quar- 
ters ; (3) kind treatment; (4) regular 
attention; (5j. abundant water; (6) 
wholesome food; (7) liberal rations; 
(8) congenial'exercise. Due considera- 
tion, to each of these essentials will 
bring success,'but if the results in eggs 
are poor—far below the 
moderate 


Standard of five dozen eggs per hen in 
the first six months of, laying—that 
fact Is proof that the requirements 
have not all been fully met. 


Suitable Stock.., 


Pullets that have been seasonably 


hatched, well grown, well matured and 
vigorous are good winter laj'ers. Good 
laying birds usually molt so late in 
the fall that the molting shortens pro- 
duction In the early part of their sec- 
ond winter. Hence pullets are the 
poultry- keepers' reliance for eggs at 
the season of high prices; and if the 
pullets fail in any of Jhe specifications, 
mentioned for good laying stock,' the 
poultry keeper is handicapped at the 
start. • 
. 
• . 
. 


Comfortable .Quarters. 


,A roomy, clean, well-ventilated and 


well-lighted poultry house should be 
the aim of poultry keepers who are 
striving for. winter eggs. 
Provision 


should be made for light and venttLz.- 
ition so that during severe weather the 
house can be made snug. 


Modern practice in the ventilation, of 


poultry houses is to ventilate by means 
of open windows and doors, in and 
near the front of the house, giving all 
the fresh air possible without exposing 
the birds to temperatures at which they 
plainly suffer from cold. The common 
rule for ventilation in extreme cold 
weather is to give -ventilation enough 
to prevent the deposit of frost or mois- 
ture on inside walls. 
Where so dry 


a condition of the air in the houses is 
maintained the birds are not much af- 
fected by Jow temperaturesJ and by 
changes of temperature; they do not 
contract colds so'easily, and they lay 
in ore steadily. 
v, 
• 
Kind Treatment. 


;. The poultry keeper should not only 
be easy in all "his-movements about 
the care of the poultry, but should take 
care that no one and nothing, else dis- 
turbs or annoys the birds. Efens that 
are •, nervous and easily, frightened 
should not be- kept where they. are 
regularly-or frequently disturbed, for 
they" will not lay well under such con- 
ditions. If nervousness and excitabil- 
ity Is a breed characteristic, and the 
annoyances -which occur or exist, can 
not be removed, the only, remedy is to 
dispose of5the stock and keep a breed 
of more phlegmatic temperament, 
i 


Irregularity In attending poultry 1« 


the. most common, cause of unsatisfac- 
tory egg-yields. 'Regular attention does 
not. necessarily mean attention at fife; 
quent regular Intervals. The times of 
attendance may be far apart and in- 
frequent,-'as daily, or under some cir- 
cumstances at even' longer intervals! 
berwen giving supplies of feed and 
•water. The essential thing is that the 
nens' wants shall always he properly 
provided for in due season; 


Abundant Water. 


Keeping the poultry supplied with 


•water lii freezlnjr weather Is .one of 


the most troublesome tasks of poultry 
, keeping. 


Many poultry keepers defer giving 


water until late in the morning during 
cold weather. 
Whether tho water is 


liquid or frozen (ice or snow) is im- 
material, provided the chickous can get 
it 
Supplying them with dry or slight- 


ly moistened grain when they lack wa- 
ter causes indigestion and is generally 
injurious to the birds and wasteful of 
the feed given them. 


Wholesome Feed. 


Shortage and high price of good 


poultry feed has led to u tendency to 
attempt to economize by using low- 
priced by-products and very inferior 
grades of the common grains. Almost 
invariably It is a mistake to use such 
to the exclusion of better feeds. The 
safe and sure way is to'start the hens 
laying by feeding good quality feeds, 
and then partially substitute the cheap- 
er ones, regulating tho amounts used 
by the -readiness of the hens to eat 
the changed mixture and by the con- 
tinuance of good condition and produc^ 
tion. Tills applies to all classes of 
feeds—grains, vegetables and animal 
feeds. 
Sufficient supplies of the two 


last named determine the wholesome- 
ness of the diet as a whole. A formula 
for combining the three, for ordinary 
winter weather, is to reduce the meat 
and Increase the vegetables in warm 
weather, and reduce the vegetables and 
increase the meat in estrerno cold 
weather. 


Liberal Rations. 


Only well-fed hens can lay as they 


should. The best results are obtained 
when there is not more than three 
hours between feeds. 
Such a system 


demands too inuch of the poultry keep- 
er. Economy of his time and energy 
without waste of feeds is secured when 
the feed is accessible to hens at all 
times under conditions that prevent 
waste. Dry feeding, in hoppers, of at 
least half of the ground grains given, 
and the feeding of whole and cracked 
grains In litter accomplish this. 


Congenial Exercise. 


Scratching for feed is the natural 


and favorite exercise "of hens. 
They 


are .not, however, inclined to scratch 
much when no feed rewards their ef- 
forts. Feeding the whole and cracked 
grain In litter deep enough to conceal 
it furnishes just the right condition to 
stimulate exercise by liberal feeding 
without waste and for congenial exer- 
cise that keeps hens fit without carry- 
tog exercise so far that It uses energy 
from feed that ought to be producing 
eggs. 


MARK FOR.EACH HEN 


Ten eggs a month—GO during 


the next six months—should be 
the mark set by poultry keepers 
at this season for each hen in 
their flocks. Hens that cannot 
produce that standard should 
not be'kept. Poultry keepers 
.who cannot reach it with or- 
ditoary good stock should quit 
and stop using valuable feed and 
time to little purpose. But no 
one should admit that he cannot 
reach It until he is sure that he 
has failed after doing his part 
Intelligently and conscientious- 
ly, and no one who faithfully 
follows the instructions In this 
article will fail to reach the 
very moderate standard of pro- 
.du'ction demanded. .

Learn Lesson'From Nature. 


In feeding poultry a valuable lesson 


may be learned from nature. In the 
spring the production of eggs on the 
farm is an easy matter. Fowls which 
are at liberty to.roam find an abun- 
dance of green and animal feed on 
their range, which,, with grain, fur- 
nishes a perfect ration for laying hens. 
In addition to this they get plenty of 
exercise and fresh air. So far ais Hes 
within his power, then, the feeder 
should aim to make the conditions dur- 
ing other seasons springlike. 


When a hen ceases laying she be- 


comes less active.. This change in 
action should be noticed particularly.

They stiinuluto 
the appetite and especially now, when 
Americans are endeavoring to use and 
like the various meat substitute di.shes 
In place of the steaks and rousts of 
other days, play an important part in 
making the meal an appetizing one. 


Tho following recipes are offered for 


the benefit of tho.se who have an abun- 
dance of green tomatoes from pardon 
or niiu-kot In the late fall when they 
must bo saved from destruction .by 
frost. In all cases an effort has been 
made to use corn sirups instead of 
sujiiir sis far ns possible In pickles Tho 
darker and less expensive sirups may 
be liked equally well.

Food Value of Nuts. 


In connection with the cnmpnljjn for 


jjntliorlng nut shells for gas masks, It 
should be borne In mind Unit mils aro 
nmoiiK the richest and most wholesomo 
of our foods. Wherever possible the 
kernels of the native nuts should bo 
addod to the homo supply of foods. 


The hard shells, not tho husks, of 


black walnuts, butternuts, hickory 
nuts, Persian (English) walnuts, Jap- 
anese walnuts and the seeds of jmcli 
fruits us peaches, plums, prunes, apri- 
cots and olives are exceedingly useful 
in the making of carbon for gag masks. 
The shells of pecans and almonds can- 
not be used. 


Seven pounds of hard nut shells, or 


two hundred peach pits, will mako 
enough carbon for ono gas mairtc. 
Thousands of tons of coconut shells 
and shells of cohune nuts from tropldal 
America, nnd carloads ot fruit pits 
from-the'Pacific coast arc being used. 
Still the Rupply Is not sufficient.
